'There Is u new psychology of work. 
One of its most Inspiring principles is 
that tbe man who makes a failure on 
one Job Is likely to make n on cess of 
the Job of nil opposite type, assuming, 
of course, that lie falls In the fnee of 
real effort. This lx tbe significance of 
failure: It points the way to nil occu¬ 
pation which means success. Failure 
to a willing man is merely misplace¬ 
ment on his Job. Failure at one Job Is 
not a calamity, It Is an indication. Ev¬ 
ery failure Is a .guidepost to Aiccess.
